Stressors Affecting Vegetation 

The Botanist and Weeds Coordinator in the Southern Nevada District Office are working with the Nevada Department 
of Transportation to make sure that noxious weed species are treated along the highways running through Red Rock 
NCA, while simultaneously protecting Penstemon bicolor ssp. bicolor, which is a BLM sensitive species. These plants 
both grow along the roadsides, but NDOT will avoid areas where sensitive plants grow in order to avoid harming 
these species. BLM is also working with NDOT to mitigate for disturbance of this species’ habitat due to road 
construction, which has led to extensive seed collection and reseeding post disturbance.
